GOP Slams Biden Over Remark 


Vice president says 
Romney will ‘put 
y’all baek in chains’ 


Danville, Va. 

Vice President Biden told voters in 
southern Virginia on Tuesday that 
Republican Mitt Romney want- 
ed to put them “back in chains ” 
sparking outrage from the GOP 
campaign. 

Addressing a crowd that includ- 
ed hundreds of black people, Biden 
said Romney wants to get rid of 
new Wall Street regulations Pres- 
ident Obama signed into law after 
the 2008 financial collapse. 

“Unchain Wall Street,” Biden 
said. “They’re going to put y’all 
back in chains.” 

Romney’s campaign said the 
comments marked a “new low” 
for the Obama campaign. 

“The comments made by the 
vice president of the United States 
are not acceptable in our political 
discourse and demonstrate yet 
again that the Obama campaign 
will say and do anything to win 
this election,” said Andrea Saul, 
Romney’s spokeswoman.

Mitt Romney's campaign is blocking reporters 

from covering Paul Ryan’s first meeting with donors 
in Las Vegas. Tuesday night’s event at The Venetian 
was expected to draw casino owner and mega-do- 
nor Sheldon Adelson. The decision to block access 
marks an apparent break from rules previously es- 
tablished by Romney’s campaign. Reporters usually 
are allowed to cover President Obama’s fundrais- 
ers held in public venues, (ap) 


Obama’s campaign stood by 
Biden, saying the comments were 
a variation on remarks he makes 
often about the need to “unshack- 
le” the middle class. The campaign 
said the metaphor was meant 
to counter Republican calls to 
unshackle the private sector from 
Obama-backed regulations. 

Obama deputy campaign man- 
ager Stephanie Cutter called the 
Romney campaign’s outrage “hyp- 
ocritical.” 

Biden, speaking later in 
Wytheville, Va., says he had meant 
to use the term “unshackled.” 

The flurry over Biden’s remarks 
underscored what the Obama team 
knows is a constant risk — that the 
vice president’s penchant for speak- 
ing off the cuff can sometimes 
result in off-color comments. 

Still, Obama’s campaign sees 
Biden as one of its most valuable 
assets. The Scranton, Pa., native has 
a more natural appeal to working- 
class voters in such battleground 
states as Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
He also has embraced the tradition- 
al vice presidential attack dog role, 
often launching vigorous criticisms 
of Romney, and now Paul Ryan.

Retail Spending Rises 


More Confidence 

Americans appear to be taking their cues from the economy’s modest but 
steady improvements. Employers added 163,000 jobs in July, the best month for 
job growth since February. Home prices are up. The value of U.S. exports reached 
a record high last month. U.S. consumers are expressing more confidence. And 
stock indexes are near their highs for the year. The overall economy remains sub- 
par, though. Unemployment is high at 8.3 percent. Consumer spending on goods 
and services, which drives roughly 70 percent of growth, grew by only 1.5 percent 
in the April- June quarter, the weakest pace in a year, (ap) 


Report offers hope 
that economy could 
rebound this year 

Washington 

Americans increased their retail 
spending in July by the most in 
five months, opening their wallets 
after a frugal spring and offering 
hope that the slumping economy 
may rebound in the second half 
of the year. 

Retail spending rose in every 
major category, including elec- 
tronics, sporting goods, furni- 
ture, building supplies and gar- 
den equipment. The report from 
the government followed one ear- 
lier this month that showed hiring 
strengthened in July. 

Overall retail sales rose 0.8 per- 
cent from June to July, the Com- 
merce Department said. It was 


the sharpest increase since Febru- 
ary, and it followed three months 
of declines. 

The stepped-up spending was 
evident in a flurry of retail earn- 
ings reports for the second quar- 
ter, which ended July 31. 

Home Depot, the nation’s larg- 
est home improvement retailer, said 
healthy sales of paint, bathroom 
accessories and kitchen installa- 
tions helped lift its net income 12 
percent. 


Macy’s raised its annual earn- 
ings guidance last week after 
reporting a 16 percent increase in 
net income in the second quarter. 
Macy’s executives specifically cited 
a pickup in their teen clothing busi- 
ness, which had been weak. 

“People are spending a little 
more and feeling a little better 
about the economy,” said James 
Donnelly, a sales associate at Bos- 
ton-based Tadpole, a children’s bou- 
tique.

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Heart Disease, Blood Type Linked 


Dallas 

Here’s another reason to know your 
blood type — it might be a clue to 
your risk of heart disease. 

People who have blood types A, 
B or AB have a slightly higher risk 
of heart disease compared with 
those with type O, the most com- 
mon kind, according to research 
released Tuesday. 

Those who know they are at 
higher risk may be more motivat- 
ed to make changes to lower their 
chances of heart disease, said Dr. 
Lu Qi, senior author of the study 
from Harvard School of Public 
Health in Boston. 

Qi, who led a study released 
last year that showed blood type 
may affect stroke risk, said the 
new effort involved about 90,000 
men and women in two observa- 
tional health studies that cover 
more than 20 years. Combined, 
4,070 people developed heart dis- 
ease. The researchers considered

age and other factors such as diet, 
drinking, family history of heart 
attacks that could contribute to 
heart disease. 

The increased risk for type A 
was 8 percent; type B, 11 percent; 
and type AB, 20 percent. 

Type O is the most common 
blood type, followed by A, B and AB. 
About 45 percent of white people, 
51 percent of black people, 57 per- 
cent of Hispanics and 40 percent of 
Asians have blood type O, according 
to the American Red Cross. 

The findings were published in 
the American Heart Association 
journal Arteriosclerosis, Thrombo-

Bombings Kill 46 
in Afghanistan 


Attacks culminate 
in deadliest day for 
civilians this year 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

Suicide bombers launched multi- 
ple attacks in a remote corner of 
southwestern Afghanistan near 
the Iranian border Tuesday, kill- 
ing dozens of people. 

A separate market bombing, 
this one in northern Afghanistan, 
brought the overall death toll to 46. 
It was the deadliest day for Afghan 
civilians this year. 

Tuesday’s bombings took place 
in Zaranj, the provincial capital of 
Nimroz, where three men wearing 
suicide vests detonated their explo- 
sives in different neighborhoods, 
provincial police chief Musa Rasou- 
li said. At least 25 civilians and 11 
police were killed, he said. 

Authorities said the casualties 
would have been far higher had 
they not learned of the plot. Police 
killed two would-be attackers Mon- 
day night and captured three more 
Tuesday morning. Three more mil- 
itants attacked the governor’s com- 
pound but were killed before they 
could detonate suicide vests. 


Trend Reversal 

The U.N. reported last week that 
civilian deaths in Afghanistan were 
lower in the first six months of 2012 
than in the first half of 2011, but an 
onslaught of summer attacks from 
insurgents was threatening to re- 
verse that trend. In all, 1,145 civilians 
were killed in Afghanistan between 
January and June of this year, ac- 
cording to the U.N. report, (ap) 


Nimroz has seen an increase in 
violence recently. On Saturday, an 
Afghan police officer killed 11 fel- 
low officers in a remote district. 

In Kunduz province, a motor- 
cycle bomb near a bazaar in Archi 
district killed at least 10 people 
and wounded at least 25 others, 
police said. 

There were no claims of respon- 
sibility, but the attacks on opposite 
ends of the country — Nimroz prov- 
ince in the southwest and Kunduz 
province in the north — came as 
Taliban insurgents and their allies 
step up attacks while international 
troops hand over security responsi- 
bility to Afghan forces. NATO plans 
to withdraw most of its troops by 
the end of 2014. (ap)

Va. spot on Airports 
Authority board 
will remain vacant 


Fairfax 

Virginia Gov. Bob McDonnell’s 
attempt to unseat labor leader 
Dennis Martire from the board 
of Washington’s airports author- 
ity failed Monday when a Fairfax 
County judge denied the state’s 
request to allow Martire’s replace- 
ment to fill his seat. 

McDonnell, a Republican, 
removed Martire from the Met- 
ropolitan Washington Airports 
Authority board in mid-June after 
Martire had been publicly criti- 
cized for overseas travel expens- 
es, including the purchase of a 
$9,000 plane ticket to Prague so 
he could attend a transportation 
conference. 


McDonnell appointed Caren 
Merrick, a McLean businesswoman 
and unsuccessful Republican legis- 
lative candidate, to replace him. But 
Martire immediately filed suit in 
federal court in the District to keep 
his seat, claiming that McDonnell’s 
action was unwarranted, unprec- 
edented and unlawful. 

At Monday’s hearing in Fairfax 
County Circuit Court, McDonnell’s 
attorneys asked that Merrick be 
allowed to hold Martire’s seat while 
questions regarding the legality of 
his removal are resolved in both 
federal and state courts. Without 
Merrick on the board, Virginia’s 
attorneys argued, the state would 
lose full voting power. The authori- 
ty is overseeing construction of the 
$6 billion Metrorail Silver Line to 
Dulles International Airport. 

“The voice and the vote of the 
Commonwealth is diminished 
until Ms. Merrick is seated,” Vir- 



Backstory 

Before his removal, Dennis Mar- 
tire had clashed with Virginia Gov. 
Bob McDonnell, above, over whether 
the Dulles rail project should in- 
clude a “project labor agreement," 
or PLA, in the second phase of Sil- 
ver Line construction. A PLA would 
have required that many workers be 
hired at union hiring halls. Martire 
ultimately joined 10 of 11 other board 
members in voting to drop the PLA 
after McDonnell threatened to with- 
draw his support for the Silver Line if 
it remained in place, (twp) 


ginia counsel Jonathan Benner 
told the court. 

But Judge David S. Schell denied 
the state’s request, leaving Mar- 
tire’s seat vacant. 

Martire’s lawyers argued that 
Merrick could not be allowed to 
take a seat on the board because 
Martire’s seat is not vacant. Mon- 
day’s hearing in state court, initi- 
ated by the authority, was intend- 
ed to identify the best procedure 
for addressing the dispute between 
Martire and McDonnell. 

Because the airports authority 
spans Virginia, Maryland and the 
District, Martire’s lawyers argued, 
McDonnell’s relationship to the air- 
ports authority should be dictat- 
ed by federal law. Virginia’s law- 
yers countered that McDonnell’s 
powers, including the governor’s 
influence over the authority, are 
clearly defined in the state’s laws.

More Roadwork on Conn. Ave NW 


DDOT: Improvement 
project should take 
until April to finish 

Washington 

More roadwork begins this week 
on the stretch of Connecticut Ave- 
nue NW between Dupont Circle 
and Farragut Square. 

The work is part of the Con- 
necticut Avenue Streetscape proj- 
ect, which aims to enhance the 
public space along this portion 
of the avenue. The first section of 
the project involved construction 
of a raised median on Connecticut 
Avenue between K and L streets. 


This median is maintained by the 
Golden Triangle Business Improve- 
ment District. 

The second phase of the proj- 
ect will involve building a raised 
median between Jefferson Place 
and L Street NW. The new median 
will be 12 feet wide and is meant 
to provide safe space for pedestri- 
ans to pause while crossing this 
busy road. 

In addition, the work will 
involve replacing the concrete 
sidewalk, planting trees, install- 
ing bicycle racks and resurfacing 
the roadway. There will also be 
new markings on the pavement 
and new traffic signs.

portation says the work should take 
until April to complete. Construc- 
tion will take place from 7 a.m. to 
7 p.m. on weekdays.

At some point, the work will 
affect street parking and traffic. 
DDOT says that at least one lane 
of traffic will remain open in each 
direction but urgers drivers to keep 
an eye out for signs about lane clo- 
sures. If lanes are closed, expect 
delays on Connecticut Avenue.

Metro Probes Train Door Confusion

Metro is investigating a report of a 
door opening on a Red Line train 
during Tuesday morning’s com- 
mute. It’s still unclear, however, 
exactly what happened aboard 
the train bound for downtown 
Washington. 

“We did have a report of a 
Red Line train experiencing a 
door issue,” said Caroline Lukas, 
a spokeswoman for the transit 
agency. 

A train heading from Medical 
Center to Bethesda stopped after 
an indicator showing that all doors 
were closed turned off. The train 
operator inspected the train but 
didn’t find any issue with any of 
the doors, Lukas said. 

A traveler tweeted at 8:25 a.m. 
that a train door opened in the tun- 
nel. No customers, however, report- 
ed any door problems to the oper- 
ator, Lukas said. 

There were no other reports 
on Twitter of train doors opening. 


though one rider tweeted about a 
Red Line train off-loading follow- 
ing a door malfunction at Medi- 
cal Center. 

The train continued to Bethes- 
da and was removed from service 
“out of an abundance of caution,” 
Lukas said. 

Earlier this year, doors opened 


on two Red Line cars carrying trav- 
elers between stations. One com- 
muter told The Washington Post 
that all three sets of doors opened 
and closed multiple times. Metro 
investigated the potentially dead- 
ly malfunction and found that 
an electrical short was to blame.

Grim Toll in Crisis 


Suicides spurred on 
by years of flnaneial 
anguish in Europe 
are steadily rising 

Athens, Greece 

Antonis Perris, a musician unemployed 
for more than two years, was desper- 
ate. Perris wrote in an online forum 
late one night that he had run out of 
money to buy food and cursed those 
responsible for the economic crisis in 
Greece. “I have no solution in front of 
me,” he typed. 

The next day, Perris took the hand 
of his ailing 90-year-old mother. They 
climbed to the roof of their apartment 
building and leapt to their deaths. 

The double suicide in Athens in 
late May is one of thousands this year 
that have shaken European societies as 
mounting job losses, cuts to public ser- 
vices and shrinking government pen- 
sions take a toll on mental health. 

So many people have been killing 
themselves and leaving behind notes 
citing financial hardship that Europe- 


Alarming Trend 


Europe's upward trend in suicides began in 2008, when the eurozone entered a 
recession. Researchers reported last year that suicides rose from 2007 to 2009 
in nine of the 10 countries they studied. Now, the suicides are starting to trigger 
public outcry. (Twp) 



Greece: In the country’s fifth year of recession, suicides have sparked 
violent protests between police and those opposing austerity who have 
held the victims up as martyrs. The number of suicides rose 19 percent 
from 2007 to 2009, researchers reported last year. 


O Italy: The death of such entrepreneurs as builder Giuseppe 

Campaniello, who set himself on fire outside a government tax office 
in Bologna on March 28 after his company collapsed, has triggered 
demonstrations by widows of businessmen who have committed suicide. 

O Ireland: Citizens are jumping off quays in Dublin, Cork and Limerick 
in such alarming numbers, the mobile telephone company Vodaphone 
volunteered to give up the stadium advertising space it bought at 
soccer and hurling games for a suicide prevention campaign.

Recession Nears 

Europe is edging closer to a reces- 
sion, dragged down by the crippling debt 
problems of the 17 countries that use the 
euro, official figures showed Tuesday. 
Eurostat, Europe’s statistics agency, 
revealed that the economies of the eu- 
rozone and the EL) shrank by a quarterly 
rate of 0.2 percent in the second quarter 
of the year, in the first quarter, output for 
both regions was flat. A recession is offi- 
cially defined as two straight quarters of 
falling output, (ap) 


an media outlets have a name for them: 
“economic suicides.” Surveys are show- 
ing increasing signs of mental stress: 
a jump in the use of anti-depressants 
and illicit drugs, a rise in depression 
and anxiety among workers and an 
increase in the use of sick leave. 

“People are more and more uncer- 
tain about their future, which is leading 
to a sharp rise in mental health prob- 
lems,” said Maria Nyman of Brussels- 
based Mental Health Europe. 

As the financial crisis in Europe 
enters its third year, experts and public 
health groups are warning that mental 
health problems are reaching a crisis 
point and that the situation is going to 
get worse as austerity takes effect. 

The rise in mental health issues is 
affecting people’s physical health and 
becoming a drag on European econ- 
omies, said Matt Muijen of the World 
Health Organization. 

“The recovery of the European econ- 
omies is dependent on the mental health 
of the population,” Muijen said. 

The trend has alarmed mental 
health providers because suicide was 
so rare in the past. While comprehen- 
sive suicide statistics for Europe lag by 
a year or two, smaller studies show the 
trend might be accelerating. 

Greece’s national depression and sui- 
cide hotline saw a 40 percent increase 
in calls from 2010 to 2011 and report- 
ed that the majority seeking help had 
problems including the loss of a job or 
an inability to cover living costs. 

At a time when the need for such a 
service is increasing, public sector help 
has been reduced. According to the 
Society of Social Psychiatry and Men- 
tal Health, the cuts have affected peo- 
ple’s ability to get the help they need.

All 
have behaved in some way or anoth- 
er like typical newbies — a little ten- 
tative, a bit awe-struck, usually def- 
erential to the team’s established way 
of doing things. 

All but two. Sean Taylor and Rob- 
ert Griffin III. 

As Griffin wraps up his first NFL 
camp this week, the No. 2 overall draft 
pick from Baylor has shown that he’s 
talented and has lots to learn. No sur- 
prise there. 

What’s impressed teammates 
most has been his poise. The Red- 
skins brass has wrapped him tightly 
inside a media bubble — many ath- 
letes at the Olympics were more acces- 
sible — but he hardly needs it, not the 
way he carries himself 

“It’s a phenomenon that he’s come 
in and not been a rookie,” Cooley said 
Monday of the quarterback. “I thought 
I could play, but I came as a rookie with 
big eyes, and maybe the only guy I’ve 
seen do that, what he’s kind of done 
and say, T’m not going to be a rookie 
on this team’ is Sean Taylor.” 

The late Taylor was an immense- 
ly talented safety with a nobody-can- 
intimidate-me persona, but he also 
had his share of off-field problems 
and never had a good relationship 
with the media. 

Griffin, by contrast, gets close to 
a perfect score for style points: He

The Redskins have heavily in- 
vested in Robert Griffin III to end 

their run of last-place finishes, and 
they have cocooned their prized 
possession as best they can. Grif- 
fin speaks to reporters just once 
a week, with no off-the-podium 
questions allowed. He’s the only 
player who gets an escort when he 
walks over to fans after practice 
to sign autographs. Security even 
stands guard when he relaxes on 
the bench behind Redskins Park 
with his fiance. It seems a bit much 
for a player who won the Heisman 
Trophy and embraces his relation- 
ship with the public and the media. 
Coach Mike Shanahan said players 
such as Griffin need such an ar- 
rangement so they can “concen- 
trate on their job.’’ (ap) 


Forget the raw stats — 4 for 6 for 
70 yards and a touchdown — Griffin 
had two plays that showed his rapid 
maturation: an audible to get out of a 
quarterback keeper when he noticed 
weakside pressure, and a completion 
in which he went to his fourth read 
without a thought of pulling the ball 
down to run. Showing he has the lingo 
down pat, he said the play worked 
because: “We high-lowed the back- 
side hook player.” 

“You can be confident; you can 
never be overconfident,” Griffin said. 
“And I think the experience in the Buf- 
falo game kind of reassured myself, 
reassured everybody else why they 
brought me here.”

Nationals, Orioles Battle Over TV Deal 


Washington fights 
for a larger share of 
the eut from MASN 

The Nationals 

Since baseball returned to D.C. in 
2005, the Nationals and Baltimore 
Orioles have tried to develop a rival- 
ry on the field, even as — until this 
season — both languished at the 
bottom of the standings. But off 
the field, a more important, and far 
more bitter, dispute rages over the 
Nationals’ television rights and how 
much they are now worth. 

As part of an agreement to 
appease Baltimore owner Peter 
Angelos when the Montreal Expos 


moved south, the Orioles control 
those rights — an arrangement 
unique in professional sports that 
essentially gives a franchise 45 miles 
to the north a say in how much the 
Nationals have to spend on virtually 
every aspect of their organization. 

The Nationals now sit in first 
place in the National League East 
with the best record in all of base- 
ball, and the two teams are deep- 
ly divided over the amount of TV 
money the Nats should be paid. It 
has also called attention to their 
unusual television partnership 
with another club, and whether 
the Nationals could get a higher 
fee on the open market. 

“To have a potential revenue 
source this important for a local

team being run through anoth- 
er entity has got to be very concern- 
ing because you can’t always con- 
trol your own destiny,” said David 
Carter, the executive director of the 
University of Southern California’s 
Sports Business Institute. 

The Nationals are asking for 
between $100 million and $120 mil- 


lion a year, a least three times the 
$29 million they received from the 
Mid-Atlantic Sports Network last 
season, according to a person famil- 
iar with the negotiations. MASN 
proposed paying $34 million this 
season, according to a source who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

With the two sides far apart, 
a panel composed of representa- 
tives of three other teams has been 
charged with reaching a settle- 
ment. The talks have dragged on 
for months and have already missed 
two deadlines for a resolution. 

When asked at last month’s All- 
Star Game for when he wanted the 
issue resolved, baseball commis- 
sioner Bud Selig replied, “a month

How the U.S. is prepping for a friendLy in Mexico 

The U.S. men’s national soccer team returns 
to action Wednesday with a friendly (term used lightly) 
against heated rival Mexico at the storied Estadio Azteca 
in Mexico City. The U.S. men have never won on Mexican 
soil (0-23-1), and coach Jurgen Klinsmann is turning to a 
more MLS- and Mexico-based group of players with less 
experience than usual to try to get the job done. Here is 
a closer look at the U.S. approach for the first meeting 
between the two teams since Klinsmann’s first game in 
charge — a 1-1 draw in Philadelphia last August: 

Opportunity Arises 

With Klinsmann expanding his roster 
pool for this match, a few players will 
get their first look at the international 
level in an intense atmosphere. San 
Jose Earthquakes right back Steven 
Beitashour and Sporting Kansas City 
center back Matt Besler are in for a 
trial by fire in front of an expected 
sellout crowd at the 104,000-seat 
mecca of Mexican soccer. They’ll go 
up against the likes of Javier “Chich- 
arito" Hernandez, Andres Guardado 
and Pablo Barrera, a trio of stars who 
helped Mexico capture the CONCA- 
CAF Gold Cup last summer. 


DCU Left Hanging 

D.C. United’s Chris Pontius, right, 
and Bill Hamid are two MLS players 
thought to be on the forefront of the 
national team radar, but both were 
excluded from the 23-man roster 
even though 10 MLS players were 
called upon. Despite Klinsmann’s 
assertion Sunday that Pontius was 
next in line among the forwards, he 
went and added veteran San Jose 
forward Alan Gordon as a last-minute 
addition Sunday night. The coach said 
Pontius was next in line should an 
injury arise. Hamid was passed over 
in favor of Real Salt Lake veteran and 
former D.C. United goalkeeper Nick 
Rimando and Chicago Fire youngster 
Sean Johnson, who teamed with 
Hamid on the U.S. Under-23 team that 
failed to qualify for the Olympics.

Film Review 

The title character of “The Odd Life 
of Timothy Green ” Disney’s two-ply 
weeper about a mysterious 10-year- 
old boy who pops up in the back- 
yard of a childless couple, is indeed 
odd. Covered with mud — the result 
of the fact that he has seemingly 
crawled out of the family’s cabbage 
patch — he’s also marked by a dis- 
turbing deformity: leaves sprout- 
ing from his lower legs. 

Odder still is this: The people 
whom Timothy (CJ Adams) almost 
immediately starts calling “Mom” 
and “Dad” (Jennifer Garner and 
Joel Edgerton) react in pretty much 
the same way as someone who’s just 


found a stray cat. They start raising 
him as their own, without so much 
as a glance at Missingkids.com. 

Never mind that Timothy, by 
all evidence, seems to have been 
wished into existence by his unof- 
ficial adoptive parents. Unable to 
conceive, Cindy and Jim Green 
stay up late the night before Tim- 
othy’s arrival, drinking red wine, 
writing down all the qualities they 
want in a child, and then plant- 
ing the scraps of paper in a box in 
the garden. 

Sense of humor? Check. Big 
heart? Check. Artistically gifted? 
Check. Talk about a dream child. 

Directed with an appropriate- 
ly light touch by Peter (“Pieces of 
April”) Hedges — who also wrote 
the screenplay — the movie goes 
down easily enough, considering 
its far-fetched premise. Garner and 
Edgerton bring an earnest likabili-

And Adams has a 
winning smile and plentiful screen 
presence. Still, it might help if you 
have a glass or two of Merlot your- 
self before entering the theater. Any- 
one with an expectation of reality, or 
an aversion to mawkish melodrama, 
should probably stay home. 

In short order, Timothy starts 
transforming the lives of those he 
encounters and dispensing lessons 
in humility, hope, happiness and 
honesty, teaching by example, like 
a mini-Messiah. Soon, he’s even got 
a little girlfriend (Odeya Rush, who 
looks like she’s six years his senior). 
He also demonstrates the strange 
ability to conjure sunshine through 
the clouds, merely by spreading his 
arms and gazing heavenward. 

In truth, however, the stance 
is less Christ-like than tree-like. 
Remember those leaves? As autumn 
rolls around, Timothy’s foliage 
starts turning color and falling 
off, with ominously increasing fre- 
quency. Without giving too much 
away, it’s a broad hint at a less than 
happy ending. 

Ultimately, the film’s quirky, 
fairy-tale-like center is so coat- 
ed with sugar, it cloys.

Of Travel 
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Increasingly, relatives 
are willing trusts to 
heirs to see the world 

Family 

Lee Liebman and her family took 
a $6,000 vacation this year that 
didn’t cost them a dime, thanks 
to a relative’s last wishes. 

Whether it’s trying to make 
sure their children stay in touch 
despite geographical distances or 
wanting them to become acquaint- 
ed with family roots in another 
country, some people are decid- 
ing that travel should be a part of 
their legacy. 

“Despite the economy, this is the 
first generation of people passing 
away with substantial wealth,” said 
Avi Kestenbaum, a trust and estate 
specialist with the New York-based 
law firm Meltzer Lippe Goldstein & 
Breistone. He estimated he’s set up 
10 travel-related trusts in the past 
15 years, while other clients have 
given instructions verbally or in a 
nonlegal written “wish list.” 

The trend has even prompt- 
ed a travel agency and a law firm 
to partner together this summer 
to start offering one-stop-shop- 
ping for trust creation and trav- 
el planning. 

“You could give them money 
and they could go and buy a new 
car with it, or you could give them 
this and they can use it to create

memories,” said Jim Bendt, pres- 
ident of Travel Beyond of Minne- 
apolis, who advises there may also 
be tax advantages to setting up a 
trust that encourages travel. 

Margaret Cronin, a partner with 
the law firm Leonard, Street and 
Deinard, also of Minneapolis, said 
these trusts might provide other 
benefits as well. 

“If you give a child a big inher- 
itance outright, it’s exposed to 
their creditors, to their divorc- 
es,” she said. A trust is “absolute- 
ly something that people should 
consider.” 

Some who bequeath money for 
travel want their offspring to con- 
nect with their heritage, culture or 
religion. They might go so far as to 
require the beneficiary to study or 
take courses in a particular coun- 
try. Other trusts encourage trav- 
el with a philanthropic twist; for 
instance, the inheritance would

need to be used for volunteer work 
in Africa. 

In Liebman’s case, her in-laws 
realized that with two daughters 
living in Israel and one son in the 
United States, the cost of plane 
tickets might prevent their chil- 
dren and grandchildren from vis- 
iting one another. 

At a family dinner in 2000, her 
father-in-law, an academic in his 
60s, announced that once a year, he 
and his wife would pay up to $800 
per passenger should one family 
be inclined to visit another, “and 
it will hold true even in the event 
that one of us passes away,” Lieb- 
man recalled. Four years later, he 
died unexpectedly. 

So far, the money has been used 
by his children for five family cel- 
ebrations, three in Israel and two 
in the United States. For Liebman, 
the money has had a very positive 
effect. In the past dozen years, the 
family has expanded, and the inter- 
action and shared experiences at 
the family get-togethers means 
“there has been a new level of con- 
nection made.” 

“It was really money well spent,” 
she said, karen schwartz (ap)
